ALEXANDER IHNS 
SERIES PENNANT 


“Chicago Castoff” Saves Game 
For Cards When a Hit Would 
Have Meant a Defeat. 


New York, Oct. ll.—The 
gaunt, 
weather beaten 
figure of 
Grover 
Cleveland Alexander came back in 
all its ancient pitching mastery yes­ 
terday to check the Yankees for the 
third time and clinch the first world’s 
series baseball championship that Bt, 
Louis has known in forty years. 
Through the base of this crucial 
test, the seventh and deciding game of 
the 1926 diamond classic, the Yankee 
defense cracked to yield the Cardinals 
their winning margin of 3 to 2, hut it 
was Alexander the great who saved 
the day with as dramatic and excit­ 
ing a finish as any championship con­ 
flict has ever witnessed. 
The (bases were full, two were out 
and only one Yankee run was needed 
to tie the game in the. seventh inning 
when Alexander cam if '-.to the rescue 
of the tottering Cardinal right hand­ 
ed, Jesse Haines, whose finger mas 
split from throwing his knuckle ball 
and whose control was ebbing fast. 
It was a situation calculated to test 
the stoutest heart and the most sea­ 
soned skill, with $50,(HK) and a world’s 
championship hanging In the balance, 
but Alexander was equal to i t 
Facing Tony Lagseri, a rookie al­ 
most young enough to be his son, the 
great veteran hitched his trousers, 
called on the ower of a right arm that 
has carried him through sixteen ma­ 
jor league campaigns and struck out 
his man to retire the 
side 
as the 
crowd broke into a frenzied uproar. 
Safely past this crisis, the most dra­ 
matic moment; of the game, Alexander 
dozily subdued the Yankees in the 
closing two innings, yielding only a 
pass to Babe Ruth, in the ninth, as 
he completed 
one of the 
greatest 
pitching exploits In world’s series his­ 
tory. 
Twice before Alexander had stop­ 
ped the American League champions, 
going the full route to gain victories 
that pulled the fighting Cardinals each 
time back to even terms. 
It was 
only Saturday that his masterful box 
work led the National Leaguers to 
the triumph that forces the series to 
the limit; yet he was ready again yes­ 
terday, a* strong.and effective as ever 
toecap the climax of bis heroic role. 
Alexander did not get official credit 
yesterday for a victory that would 
have put him amopg the honor roll 
men who have won three 
world’s 
series games. 
The 
verdict 
goes 
down on the books in Haines’ name 
but glory, belongs to Alexander, the 
39-year-old warrior who 
was 
sold 
“down the river” a short timo ago as 
a Chicago Cub discard. 
Thwarted as they were by Alex­ 
ander’s great stand it was neverthe­ 
less a heartbreaking defeat for the 
Yankees, who battled desperately to 
overcome a margin they had yielded 
in the fourth inning when the Car­ 
dinals, aided by two errors, by Koenig 
and Meusal, scored all their runs. 
It 
was heartbreaking for Waite Hoyt, 
young righthander, who had twirled 
brilliantly, even when his support sag­ 
ged, and it was heartbreaking 
for 
Babe Ruth, whose fourth home inn of 
the series, again shattering all world’s 
championship 
records, had put the 
Yankees on the lead and upset the 
confidence of Haines, hero of a shut­ 
out victory over the American League 
champions in St. Louis.

I am an Araerican-born woman. My 
ancestors came from England to 
America in the year 1700. By the ex­ 
isting double standard of the Ameri­ 
can government I am not only ren­ 
dered alien, but a stateless alien. 
My husband, a Hindu, was a natur­ 
alized American citizen when I mar­ 
ried him. He had secured his certifi­ 
cate of naturalization from a United 
States District Court in 1914, having 
previously 
resided in 
the 
United 
States for eight years. 
The United 
States State Department three times 
gave him passports with which he 
traveled aU over the world. He still 
holds his American naturalization 
certificate, but today he is told by the 
State Department that he was never 
an American"citizen. This interpreta­ 
tion is based upon a recent decision 
rendered by a United States Supreme 
court judge, who is himself a nat­ 
uralized citizen, who held that “bigh- 
caste Hindus are not white persons 
according to the commonly accepted 
meaning of the term, and thus are in­ 
eligible to American citizenship.” 
Before we were married my husband 
went to several lawyers and asked if 
I stood the least chance of losing my 
Citizenship in marrying him. 
These 
legal experts, one a former adviser to 
the State Department, told him that 
this could never happen, because the 
United Sates could not and would 
never apply a Supreme Court decision 
retroactively. 
The amazing stand taken by the 
United States authorities is “that 
Hindus who are deprived of their 
American citizenship revert to their 
former British status.” Is^this stand 
due teetotal ignorance of the British 
law? The British law says that any 
British subject who renounced British 
nationality willingly, by naturalization 
into any other country, cannot revert 
to British citizenship automatically, 
in case the said subject wishes to do 
so, but must be naturalized according 
to British law, after living at least 
five years in some British territory.

It is a remarkable fact, or would 
be if- it were not so common, that 
moat of ua know a lot of thing* that 
we have never given a thought to. 
For instance, any poultry keeper of 
even moderate experience knows that 
hens with white ear lobes invaluably 
lay white eggs, while those with red 
ear lobes lay tinted eggs, but it re­ 
mained for Prof. A. G. Phillips, late 
of Purdue University, to connect these 
facts as he did at an institute where 
he lectured. 
This makes it easy to 
say what color her eggs will be by 
merely looking at the ear lobes of a 
hen* no matter what the color of the 
hen. 
The only exception to this rule that 
I know of is when a hen with red ear 
lobes is a prolific layer. 
In such a 
case the hen will lay the color out of 
her skin and also out of her egg shells. 
I have some hens with red ear lobes 
that are laying eggs now that would 
pass for Leghorn eggs, but when they 
begin lairing after they molt their 
eggs will be tinted again.
